PAID THE PENALTY. 


Sapione Martello, Murderer of Parrello, 
Electrocuted To- Day. 


DAWNEMORA, N. T., June 6.—A gloomy day 
greeted Sapione Martello on this, his last day 
or life upon earth. The prisoner rested fair- 
ly well last night, but, of course, was rather 
nervous, It was learned to-day that 
Martello had been troublesome yesterday. 
When Warden Thayer, accompanied by 
Deputy Warden McKenna, reached Martel- 
lo’s cell yesterday morning at the time the 
death warrant was read, the Warden found 
that the Yale lock on the cell door would not 
open. He thought nothing of this cir- 
cumstance, and read the warrant to 
Martello through the cell window, during 
which Martello sat up on his cot smoking. 
The Warden then left to have the lock re- 
paired by the prison mechanic. Before tre 
reached the end of the condemned man’s cell 
corridor, however, he wascalledto Martel- 
lo’s cell by the whistle of the guard watch- 
ing. 
iron bucket in the cell upon his head with the 
evident intention of fracturing his skull, at 
the same time declaring that he would never 
de taken to the chair alſwve. Falling toimjare 
himself in this manner he tried tochoke him- 
seif with his hands, 
eforts for injury were unavailing. By this 


time a sledge hammer and chisel, which the 
warden bad sent for, arrived and the lock of 


the cell door was broken. As the warden 
entered the cell the prisoner threw himself 
head foremost upon the floor, but without 
evident injury to himself. Martello was then 


secured and placed in another iron cell, and 
a guard left in the cell to watch him, the 
door being left unlocked. 

An examination of the lock of the other 
cell showed that Martello had taken off one 
ofthe pearl buttonsof his undershirt and, 
stretching his arm outside the cell door 
through the bars, inserted the button in the 
key hole. He evidently thought if the door 
could nbt be opened his execution must nec: 
essarily be delays3d. 

The condemned man evidently expected to 
die yesterday fromthe fact that t other 
electrocutions took place on Monday. Last 
night Martello promised Warden Thayer that 
— would make no further trouble and would 

——5 the death - chair to-day quietly. At 
clock this morning the condemned man 
od shaved and dressed, and all his prepara- 
tions for the execution so far as he himself 
was concerned, completed. 

At 11:30 the. witnesses were conducted into 
the execution chamber and a few minutes 
after Martello was brought in. The form- 
alities were soon gonethrough with and after 
two contact the criminal at 11:81 a. m., was 
pronounced dead, 


The murder for which Martello paid the 
penalty to-day was committed on the morn- 


Ng of May 5, 1892, in Saratoga, when he cut 


the throat of another Italian named Gio- 
vanni Parrelloand stabbed him in six other 
places, thrice in the breast, once on 
the left shoulder, in the back "and in the 


back of the head. Jealousy was the cause. N 


Anna Guy, who lived with Martello as his 
mistress, was entertaining Parrello on the 
night of the murder. Martello discovered 
the pair, when Parrello ran out of the house 
followed by Martello, who threatened to kil 
him. Later Martello returned to the house 
with a cutin his eye, saying that Parrello 
would never trouble him again. 

When the police arrived at the scene of the 
deadly battle fought with knives, the dead 
body of Parrello was found ring in the 
street. At the home of Charles Weeks, col- 
ored, on Ash street, the police found Mar- 
tello, who had a severe and fresh-made 
slash in his left eye. Martello admitted 
fighting With a man, whom he said he did 
not know and who had cut him and then ran 
away. There were several witnesses, how- 
ever, of the fight between the two men. Mar- 
tello’ was arrested and his conviction soon 
followed. The murdered man was about 30 
years ofage. Martello wasa railroad track- 
man, 28 years old.

IRON AND STEEL WORKERS 


-Convention of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation at Pitts burg. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., June 6.—The eighteenth 
annual convention ofthe Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron and Steel Workers began in 
Turner Hall, this city, at 10 o’clock this 
morning, with 200 delegates present from all 
parts of the country. The convention will 
be in session ten days or two weeks, and be- 


fore adjournment will adopt a scale of wages 
for the ensuing year. 

While the manufacturers insist upon a re- 
duction in wages the delegates generally 
favor the adoption of last year’s scale and it 
is thought there will be no material changes. 
To-day’s session was devoted mainly to per- 
fecting the organization. 

The Iron and Steel Sheet Manufacturers’ 
Association and the Galvanized Sheet Iron 
Association held meetings here to-day, at 
which the wage question was the topic of 
discussion. 

The Tin-Plate Manufacturers’ Association 
will meet to-morrow and will also consider 
their scale.

These 
committees will decide the rate of pay for 
approximately 5,000 men, and incidentally 
for 12,000 workers ‘employed in the forty odd 
sheet mills in the West.

CHARLES K. BRIGGS MAY FAIL TO WIN 
THE sNUG FORTUNE. 


Discovery of Crooked Work in Connec- 
tion With the Bill of Sale Held by 
Briggs—This Document Is the Sole 
Basis of the Claim—News From the 


Capital. 
“ 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 6.—Allegations 
of forgery and perjury developed yesterday 
in the famous Briggs cotton claim case, in- 
volving an award of $91,000 ready far the 
piucking. The case came up before the Court 
of Claims on the Government’s motion for a 
new trial, As a result James M. Briggs of 
Louisville. Ky., the present claimant, as ex- 
ecutor of Charles M. Briggs, may fall to win 
the snug fortune almost reclaimed from the 
Treasury of the United States, where it was 
placed thirty years ago asthe proceeds of 
one of Gen. Grant’s flanking movements in 
Mississippi. 

United States Assistant Attorney Henry M. 
Foot made the discovery of alleged crooked 
work in connection with the bill of sale held 
by Briggs which forms the sole basis of the 
Briggs claim. This document, he claims, 
bears the forged signature of the late ex- 
Gov. Moorehead of Kentucky, who originally 
owned the confiscated cotton. Also, it is 
alleged that the initials of Gov. Moorehead’s 
son-in-law, Samuel J. Walker, written by 
him indorsing the signature, was an act of 

perjury. This document’s validity was 
not questioned in a former trial 


or the case three or four years ago. At that 
time the bill of sale, with other papers, 
passed the scrutiny of ex-United States As- 
sistant Atty.-Gen. Robert E. Howard. The 
court conceded the validity ofa claim for 
$91,000, but withheld payment on the ground 
of a conflict with the act of non-intercourse— 
construing Gov. Moorehead as a rebellious 
Mississippian, and his law partner, Charles 
M. Briggs, claimant, asa loyal Kentuckian. 
On appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, that court reversed the de- 
cision of the Court of Claims and directed an 
award,if the bill of sale was found to be valid 
evidence. 

Elaborate expert testimony was advanced 
in support of the charges containing com- 
. —.— f the handwriting of both Gov. 

loorehead and Briggs, aiming to show that 
the signatures were written by Briggs. Gov. 
Moorehead admitted indebtedness to riggs, 
but denied signing a Dill ofsale. Counsel 
Phil Thompson was still entering his denial 
of the charges when the court adjourned yes- 
terday. This substantial discovery of Attor- 
nor Foot will cause the dismissal of the 
claim.

THE EXTRA SESSION. 


Mr. Cleveland’s Views on Its Putposes— 
Financial Question. 

WaSHINGTON, D. O., June 6.—President 
Cleveland has publicly announced that he 
will call Congress in extra session at a date 
yet to be determined between the ist and 15th 
of September. As to the purpose of the ses- 
sion Mr. Cleveland says: 

**While there has been no mystery nor se- 
crecy in regard to my intention in this mat- 
ter, {think it not amiss that our people 


should be informed authoritatively that the 
time is at hand when their Representatives 
in Congress will be called upon to deal with 
a financial condition which is the only men- 
ace to the country’s welfare and prosperity. 
It is well for the people to take up the 
subject for themselves and arrive at their 
own conclusions as tothe merits of a finan- 
clal policy which obliges us to purchase 
idie silver bullion with gold taken 
from our reserve. One does not need the eye 
ofa financier to see that this gold thus sub- 
tracted from the Government’s stock is 
eagerly seized by other nations for the pur- 
pose of strengthening their credit at our ex- 
pense. It does not need the art of statesman- 
„Ship to detect the danger that awaits upon 
the continuance of this operation. Already 
the timidity of capital is painfully apparent, 
and none of us can fail to see that fear and 
apprehension in monetary circles will ulti- 
mately bring suffering to every humdle home 
in our land. Ithink that between now aud 
the meeting of Congress much depends upon 
the action of those engaged in financial 
operations and business enterprises. Our 
vast national resources and credit are 
abundantly sufficient to justify them in the 
utmost faith and confidence. If, instead of 
being frightened, they are conservative, and 
if, instead of gloomily anticipating im- 
mediate disaster, they contribute their share 
of hope and steadiness, they will perform a 
patriotic duty and at the same time protect 
their own interest. The things just now 
needed are coolness and calmness in financial 
circles and study and reflection among our 


people.

It is located in the center of the State in 
the midst of the old ‘*Boon’s Lick’’ sec- 
tion, which has no equal on this Conti- 
nent for fertility ,salubrity and rural beauty. 
North of Missouri it is too cold in the win- 
ter, and south of it too hot in the summer 
for really great universities. For all the 
year round living there is no better place 
than Columbia. It is between two rail- 
roads but on neither, which is all the bet- 
ter for educational purposes.

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CALL A HALT. 
Gen. Grant went to the coré of &he pen- 
sion question when he said: 


Any ex-soldier who applies for a pension 
when not disabled by service wounds or 
sickness, or who, with these, is not In pe- 
cunlary need, is a disgrace to the uniform he 
wore and the flag for which he fought. 

These blunt words of the great soldier 


hit the nail on the head. They cannot be 
too often repeated or too strongly im- 
pressed upon the public mind. They 
clearly define where right .ends and wrong 
begins in the drawing of pensions. They 
fix the boundary of honorable pensioning 
beyond which the taking of bounty from 
the Government is an abuse of national 
gratitude and a degradation of patriotism 
to the purposes of greed. 

Every honest ex-soldier, every honest 
citizen, will indorse the Old Commander’s 
test of honor and honesty, yet how have 
they been departed from in our pension 
system? Apply them to the St. Louis list 
of pensioners published in the SUNDAY 
Post-DiIsPATCH and the revelation of de- 
parture from the principles they embody 
is astounding. 

Apply the first rule. How many men on 
that list are drawing pensions for dis- 
abilities not incurred during or because 
of their service in the army? How many 
are drawing liberal bounties for disabili- 
ties who saw no actual service? 

Apply the other rule. How many of 
these pensioners, although suffering from 
service disabilities, are not in need of aid? 
How many of them aremen of ample 
means who enjoy handsome incomes de- 
rived from property or business interests 
or earned in the public service? How 
many of them draw pensions on disabili- 
ties that are so slight or are of such a 
nature that they do not interfere in the 
slightest degree with the ability of the 
pensioners to earn their livings. Read the 
list and see how many petty ailments, 
shared, but scarcely noticed, by hosts of 
citizens who never carried muskets, are 
made the basis of pensions. In how many 
cases have these minor disabilities passed 
away or ceased to be in any sense a dis- 
ability, yet pensions are still en. on 
account of them? 

How many of these pensioners violate 
both of the Grant rules? How many who 
were not disabled in the service and 

are not in pecuniary need are drawing 
pensions? In how many such instances of 
double“ imposition are the disabilities so 
slight as to constitute no bar to the usual 
occupations of modern life? 

We leave the application of these,tests 
to the perisionérs.themselves, to their 
friends, neighbors, comrades, who are 
familiar with their circumstances. The 
result will convince the most skeptical 
that the country is suffering fram mon- 
strous abuses and diahonesties in the pen- 
sion system. The nation is able, willing, 
lad to aid the deserving and meedy old 
soldiers,,but .a, halt ee called on 
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health. The tired and worn out mothers: 
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none will dare defy. t unneces- 
sary and unmerited 1 It is the 
duty of all citizens and the special duty of 
honorable veterans to work Wee to 
this end. 
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A LESSON IN MANNERS. 

In his letter to Mrs. Potter Palmer con- 
cerning the Chicago reception of Princess 
Eulalia, Commander Davis remarks: 
„Her highness is sensible enough to take 
things in thiscountry just as she finds 
them.’’ 

This is a high compliment to the 
Princess Eulalia and at the same time a 
severe rebuke to the snobs who have put 
their snobbery so much in evidence during 
the visit of the Princess. The re- 
mark of Commander Davis simply means 
that the Princess is possessed of intelli- 
gence and good manners. The essence of 
intelligent politeness is the taking of peo- 
ple as one finds them, accepting grace- 
fully their manners, customs and modes 
of hospitality; in short, of doing when in 
Rome as the Romans do. 

But the complement of this gracious 
adaptability and appreciation on the part 
of the guest is naturalness with entire 
lack of snobbish pretense on the 
part of the host. It is just 
as much a point of good breeding for us to 
be ourselves and to avoid pretentious and 
silly imitation and ostentat fon as for her to 
avoid unpleasant insistence upon distinc- 
tions and ceremonials which neither 
exist nor are recognized in this coun- 
try. We do not hesitate to say 
in view of the character which those 
who have met the Princess give her 
that she is willing to exchange the whole 
royal code of etiquette for cordial and 
natural courtesy, and that she is thorough- 
ly bored by the snobs who try to give her 
an imitation of Spanish courtiers. 

But while Commander Davis recognizes he 
does not seem to profit by the excellent 
qualities of her royal highness. His own 
fussy and obtrusive punctiliousness shows 
that he has not fully grasped the example 
of her good sense and breeding. 


— — 
EMPEROR AND REBEL 


There isa prophetic ringinthe speech 
made by Eugene Richterin reply to the 
Emperor’s declaration that he would have 
his will no matter what the will of the 
people might be. This wasa plain threat 
of imperial violence, or revolution from 
above, as it is called, and was as treason- 
able froma constitutional or law and order 
point of view asthe loudest harangue of 
the despised anarchist. 

Richter stood up manfully for constitu- 
tional forms. We will not yield to vio- 
lence,’’ said he. We will fight for the 
constitution.’’ 

In these words hesums up the future 
policy of Democracy in all those countries 
where it bas secured the ballot, and recog- 
nition in the law of certain popular 
rights which cannot under any circum- 
stances be infringed. In such countries 
Democracy is no longer on the defensive. 
It is the keeper of the laws and is respon- 
sible for public order. It isno longer 
obliged to resort toarmé to secure its 
rights, but guards legal forms against the 
assaults of the privileged classes who are 
trying to regain some of the privileges 
they have lost or acquire others of equal 
value by indirect and sinister means. De- 
mocracy has won its victory and its task 
now is to improve the legal forms and 
constitutional guarantees as circumstances 
shäll arise, in order to make a closer and 
closer approach to its ideal—pertect indi- 
vidual liberty. 

The rebels of the future will come from 
among the classes which in Europe have 
not yet been stripped of all their privi- 
leges, and in America have acquired 
through an imperfectly. understood 
economic system certain unearned advan- 
tages which enable them to accumulate 
the earnings of the workers. In Germany, 
ifthe Emperor carries out his threat he 
will be a rebel, and, should he fail, a 
traitor. In America, when the people 
make up their minds to take away from 
the plutocrats some of their privileges to 
take others’ earnings, they may make 
violent objection, as the slave-owners did 
in 1861. But itis safe to say that a demo- 
cratic rebellion and revolution will never 
again be seen in a country which has a 
populer constitution.

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NOT 80 MANY SUITS NOW. 


Reason for the Falling Off in Litigation 
in the United States Circuit Court. 


A noticeable feature in the offices of the 
clerks of the United States District and Cir- 
cult Courts is the remarkable diminution in 
the number of suits filed. Where there were 
ten a year or two ago, there is not now more 
than one. There are several reasons for this. 
In the first place the limit of the sum neces- 
sary to institute a suit in the Circuit Court 18 
now $2,000, {whereas formerly suits in- 


volving $590 could be considered. According 
to Clerk A. P. Selby over half the suits under 
the old law were for amounts under $2,000. 
A second source of subtraction from 
the number of suits is found in the law 
recently passed which ouly allows a case to 
be removed from a State toa United States 
court onthe petition of a non-resident de- 
fendant. Formerly when a sult was brought 
by a non-resident against a person or corpo- 
ration resident ina State, the latter could 
apply for a removal to the United 
States Courts under the present law 
no defendant who is a resident of a State can 
ask for the removal ofa case from the State 
to the Federal Court on the ground that the 
plainti®is not a resident of the State. The 
result hasbeen a great diminution in the 
Federal Courts. 

The laws passed by the last Congress have 
been particularly severe on the United states 
Marshal. The cutting off of the mileage 
fees incident to the law requiring a 
prisoner: to be examined before the 
nearest magistrate, and not brought before 
the District Court, puta stop toa large part 
of the income of the Marshal's office. Lately 
a ruling was made thatin liquor cases fees 
can be collected in cases in which men are 
charged with violating the internal revenue 
laws only when the defendant is convicted. 
Neither the Marshal nor his deputies receive 
salaries, but must be paid from the 
fees collected. Since the laws referred to 
went into effect, Marshal Buchanan has 
found it necessary to discharge all deputies 
save two, and even under these circum- 
stances it is uncertain whether the expenses 
of the office can be met. The result has been 
a sudden cessation of the rush of applicants 
for this office.
